Father Cudworth. who was. then Guar+ 


dian of the Fryers at Doway, ſome days 


before his-Eſcape thence, told this In- 
formant, That if he ſhould not perſe- 
vere with them, he ſhould ol his 
Life and Friends : And farther added, 
That this King fhould nor laſt long : 
and that his Succeſſour ſhould be who - 
ly for their purpoſe. And Father Croſs, 


Provincial of the Fryers, told this In- 


formant , That had he been at Doway 
"0 3 when 
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when this Informant made his Eſcape 
thence, he ſhould never have come to 
England. And this Informant finding 
himſelf friendlefs, 'and in danger mn 
England, went to Paris, where one of 
his Brothers is a BenediCtine Monk, 
who Fay ven this Informant to. re- 
turn for England. And inorder there- 
unto, -abont the latter end of Novem- 
ber 1675, he was mtroduced':into the 
Acquaintance ofthe Lord Stafford, that 
he” might go for Exgland with his 
Lordſhip: And three Weeks the at- 
tended his Lordſhip ,, and had great 
acceſs and freedom with his Lordſhip, 
who gave hin great afſurances of his 4 
vour and intereſt to reſtore-ham'to his 
Relations eſteem again :- and ſaid , He 
had a piece of Bervik to propoſetorhis 
Informant, that woald not onely- re- 
trieve his Repuration wich his own Re- 
lations, but alſo oblige both them and 
their Party, to make him happyas long 
as he lived. And thrs Informant being 
delirous to embrace fo happy an Op- 
portunity, was very mquilinve after 
the means. But the ſaid Lord Stafford 
being ſomewhat difficult to repoſe fo

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great a Truſt as: he was to Comimunt! 
Cateto ham exatted all the Obtigations

formant.gave his Lordſhip'i in;the hoſt 
ſokemii manher he could invent: [Ther 
his Lordſhip laboutet tomake this {n- 
formant ſenfible of all; the Advantages 
that would ; accrue to :this. dinfermant;

with his Army near eAmferdan, Hol- 
land had certainly been Conquered: 
and then the French King would have 
been able to aſliſt us with an Army; 
to Eſtabliſh Religion in Ergland. 


Which expreſſions, with many others, 


importing their confidence to ſet up 
the Romiſh Religion, they frequent- 
ly communicated to this Informant. 
And the ſaid &£\4organ went ſeveral 
times into Ireland, to London. and 
ſeveral other parts of England, as 
this Informant hath juſt Cauſe to be- 
lieve, to give and take| Meaſures for 
carrying on the Deſign. And the ſaid 
Remige and her Husband, having firſt 
Clandeftinely fold their Eſtate , are 
fled into France, about Aſay or Func 
laſt, for fear of Diſcovery : This Im- 
formant by many Circumſtances be- 
ing aſſured, that the ſaid Miſtreſs Re- 
mMmge was privy to all or moſt of the 
Tranſactions of the Plot.
